Advisor,  possibly  LaVar  Rockwood, 
assistant  dean  of  students  and  another 
Smoot  Building  Administrator. 

The  College  Bowl  will  also  feature  the 
athletes  and  the  Cougarettes  opposing  the 
coaches.  These  will  make  up  the  second 
strings  of  the  teams.  They  will  give  relief  to 
the  first  string  in  the  second  half. 

Half  time  entertainment  is  to  be 
announced  but  will  give  both  sides  a 
chance  to  relax  from  the  game. 

“There  will  be  two  cheering 


sections-one  for  the  students  and  another 
for  the  faculty,  with  cheer  leaders  and  a 
pep  band  for  each  side,”  Bice  mentioned.

U.S.— USSR  To  Cooperate 


MOSCOW  (AP)  — Premier 
Alexei  N.  Kosygin  met  with  two 
U.S.  senators  Tuesday  and  they 
reported  he  was  favorably 
impressed  by  a message  sent  by 
President-elect  Richard  M.  Nixon 
calling  for  joint  U.S.-Soviet  steps 
to  guarantee  peace. 

Sens.  Albert  Gore,  D-Tenn.,  and 
Claiborne  Pell,  D-R.I.,  said 
Kosygin  made  no  judgments 
about  the  course  Nixon  would 
take  when  president.  But  without 
mentioning  Nixon  by  name, 
Kosygin  said  it  would  be  hard  to 
relax  tensions  if  either  the  Soviet 
Union  or  the  United  States  tried 
to  negotiate  from  strength. 

Nixon  advocated  a position  of 
strength  for  the  United  States 
during  the  election  campaign.  But 
in  the  message  to  President 
Nikolai  V.  Podgomy  last  week,  to 
which  Kosygin  referred,  he  urged 
cooperation  between  the 
superpowers  to  work  for  peace. 

The  senators  met  for  an  hour 


and  40  minutes  with  Kosygin  and 
despite  some  lively  exchanges,  the 
premier  remained  courteous  and 
seemed  “personally  concerned 
and  bothered  by  the  course  of 
events,’’  Pell  told  a news 
conference. 

Kosygin  urged  that  the  United 
States  and  the  Soviet  Union 
engage  in  negotiations  to  limit 
anti-ballistic  missile  systems  and 
to  push  for  ratification  of  the 
treaty  banning  the  spread  of 
nuclear  weapons. 

Gore  replied  that  it  would  be 
difficult  to  get  the  U.S. 
government  to  act  in  either  field 
as  long  as  Soviet  troops  remain  in 
Czechoslovakia. 

The  senator  said  he  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  Soviet  Union 
would  avoid  “events  kindred  to 
Czechoslovakia.”  But,  he  said, 
Kosygin  made  no  specific 
reference  to  future  actions  by  the 
Soviet  government. 

Gore  said  Kosygin  gave  the 
usual  Soviet  justification  of  the 


invasion  of  Czechoslovakia,  saying 
troops  were  stationed  there  under 
a treaty  signed  with  the 
government  in  Prague. 

“I  was  impressed  by  the 
intensity  of  his  own  feelings  about 
Czechoslovakia,”  he  remarked. 

Kosygin  opposed  a U.S.  military 
buildup  in  response  to  the 
Czechoslovak  intervention.  Pell 
said,  adding:  “He  said  it  would  be 
very  hard  for  us  to  get  along  and  ! 
achieve  a relaxation  of  tensions  if  | 
one  was  stronger  than  the  other.”  (

Will  the  island  of 
grass  In  front  of  the  Administration  Building  be 
turned  into  a student  lot?

A surprise  is  in  store  for  bike  riders.  They  do  not 
have  a travel  immunity.  They  are  limited  to  travel 
upon  the  campus  sidewalks  only  when  classes  are  in 
session.

“The  dictatorial  regime  of 
Modibo  Keita  was  ended  today, 
Nov.  19,”  said  a communique 
broadcast  repeatedly  between 
bursts  of  martial  music  from 
Radio  Mali.  The  communique  said 
the  army  had  taken  power  until 
free  elections  could  be  held. 

Lt.  Moussa  Traeore  was  credited 
with  leading  the  operation  that 
toppled  “the  dictatorial  regime  of 
Modibo  Keita  and  his  lackeys.”

the  deadline  of  Jan.  10,  the 
program  will  be  primarily  for 
students  and  adults  ages  17  to  37, 
although  the  director  can  make 
exceptions. 

A two-week  oriental  religion 
course  will  deal  with  Shinto, 
traditional  Buddism  and  Japanese 
contemporary  religion,  taught  by 
Dr.  Spencer  J.  Palmer,  recently 
released  as  president  of  the 
Korean  Mission  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
and  newly-appointed  coordinator 
of  Asian  studies  at  BYU. 

“If  one  wants  to  see  what  is 
holding  the  Japanese  people  up, 
one  must  understand  the  Japanese 
mind,”  Dr.  Farnsworth  observed. 
The  study  program  will  include 
traveling  on  the  world’s  largest 


and  fastest  trains,  seeing  the 
Japanese  Alps,  Mt.  Fuji,  the 
Inland  Sea,  temples  and  palaces, 
art  treasures  and  various 
manufacturing  and  industrial 
complexes. 

“Special  guest  instructors  from 
various  Japanese  universities  will 
bring  the  Oriental  mind  closer  to 
the  students  of  the  summer 
program,”  Dr.  Farnsworth  said. 

“Although  Japan  is  often 
spoken  of  in  terms  of  quaintness, 
it  is  the  world’s  third  largest 
industrial  nation  and  is  famous  for 
its  technology  in  steel, 
automobiles,  ship  building,  optics, 
cameras  and  watches,”  he  added. 

Cost  of  the  eight  weeks  is 
$1,000,  departing  from  the  U.S.

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For  Cougar's  Varsity  Gridiron  Wars

One  phase  of  a Cougar  football 
year  which  has  been  neglected,  is 
the  BYU  freshman  team.  The 
Kittens  ended  their  four-game 
season  last  Friday  by  losing  to  Air 
Force  Academy,  29-12,  giving  the 
Kittens  an  0-4  record  overall. 

It  should  be  recognized, 
however,  that  the  purpose  of  this 
team  is  not  merely  to  win.  Before 
rash  conclusions  are  made,  this 
statement  should  be  qualified. 
Reference  is  not  made  to  the  trite, 
often  quoted  phrase  of,  “It  isn’t 
whether  you  win  or  lose,  but  how 
you  play  the  game.” 

For  as  freshman  coach  Les 
Miller  said,  “.^inning  isn’t 
everything,  it  is  the  only  thing.” 
In  spite  of  not  providing  the 
“only  thing”,  the  freshman  team 
fulfilled  a more  meaningful 
purpose  than  that  of  simply 
winning  all  four  games. 

In  football  and  basketball,  men 
must  be  able  to  work  together  as  a 


team  unit,  while  in  track  or  tennis 
this  is  not  the  case.  As  Coach 
Miller  said,  “Football  involves 
eleven  men  doing  the  right  thing 
at  the  right  time.” 

He  continued  to  explain  that 
out  of  50  players,  there  would  be 
45  high  school  theories 
represented.  Since  each  coach  has 
his  own  set  of  plays  and  a system 
of  numbering  them,  there  would 
be  45  ways  of  playing  football  out 
of  the  50  players.  Obviously 
football  is  no  longer  a simple 
game. 

The  purpose  of  the  freshman 
team  is  to  orient  future  varsity 
players  into  the  Y’s  way  of  doing 
things.  The  Phil  Odles  and  the 
Virgil  Carters  can  make  the 
adjustment  from  high  school  to 
university  playing  through  the 
experience  of  participating  on 
freshman  teams. 

Fans  should  remember  that 
freshman  players  are  chosen  on 
the  basis  of  varsity  team’s  needs  in 
the  next  two  or  three  years.  The

Kittens  don’t  have  a winning  team 
combination.

Host  Plan  Helps  Foreign  Students

International  Week  on  the  BYU 
campus  for  the  2,000  BYU 
foreign  students  should  be 
designated  “Old  Home  Week.” 

Every  other  week  of  the  year  is 
“international  week”  for  foreign 
students  who  hail  from  some  50 
nations  across  the  globe.  You  see, 
this  is  America,  a land  whose 
culture  is  most  unique  to 
foreigners  and  which  sometimes 
creates  a few  problems  for  them, 
too. 

To  assist  foreign  students  in 
adjusting  to  the  American  way  of 
life  during  their  stay  in  the  United 
States,  BYU’s  Foreign  Student 
Office  in  conjunction  with  a 
group  of  community-minded 
citizens  has  formed  a Host  Family 
Program  to  make  foreign  students 
feel  more  at  home. 

The  Host  Family  Program  was 
conceived  last  June  after  a year  of 
experimental  programs  showed  a 
great  amount  of  success  in 
orienting  the  students  with 
American  family  life. 

Foreign  students  from  as  far 
away  as  Nationalist  China, 
Vietnam,  Europe  and  South 
America  were  invited  into  the 
homes  of  families  in  the 
Provo-Orem  community  and 
introduced  to  such  things  as 
wiener  roasts,  turkey  at 
Thanksgiving  and  family  home 
evenings. 

So  successful  was  the  program 
that  the  families  began  clamoring 
for  more  opportunities  to  meet 
foreign  students.  And  the  foreign 
students,  too,  extolled  the 
program  by  casting  off  the  shell  of 
loneliness  and  began  enjoying 
campus  student  life  the  American 
way.  They  felt  accepted. 

So,  the  program  became  a 
regular  part  of  the  foreign 
students’  curriculum  and  although 
no  semester  credit  is  awarded  for

the  course,  both  students  and 
participating  families  feel  the  time 
is  well  spent. 

Over  200  foreign  students 
(excluding  Canada)  are  involved 
this  semester  in  the  Host  Family 
Program  and,  according  to  Mrs. 
Kenneth  Brown,  co-ordinator  of 
the  program,  it  should  increase  as 
the  students  come  to  understand 
the  purpose  of  the  program. 

“Students  are  assigned  to 
families  at  Registration,”  says 
Mrs.  Brown.  “They  are  then 
contacted  by  the  families  and 
invited  to  join  them  in  American 
family  activities.  Right  now  we 
have  about  100  familites  in  the 
area  participating  with  us.” 

Foreign  students  experience 
many  barriers  which  need  to  be 
broken,  says  Mrs.  Brown.  The 
language  barrier  is  probably  the 
greatest,  though  adjusting  to 
American  shopping  and 
housekeeping  chores  .is  another 
problem  faced  by  the  newcomers 
in  America. 

“We’ve  organized  a “wives 
club”  to  bring  together  the  wives 
of  foreign  students.  We  attempt  to 
broaden  their  interests  in

“So  many  of  the  foreign 
students  have  a false  perspective 
of  America  and  through  our  Host 
Family  Program  we  are  able  to 
give  them  a more  correct  view  of 
the  way  it  is  here,”  continues  Mrs. 
Brown.  “Our  program  contributes 
more  to  foreign  aid  than  just 
dollars,”  she  says.
